(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains.

Claims 1-3, 12-14, 16-18 and 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as _. 
being unpatentable over Ogg in view of Bourque et al, both cited by applicants. 

To have formed the dome portion with a middle rib extending to the grip panels 
so that the bottle provides multiple grip positions for different sized hands would have 
been obvious in view of such teaching by Bourque et al. Note that Bourque et al teach 
the provision of a logo in the grip panels and peripheral ledge. The logo is considered 
to inherently define a compound curve in the grip panels. 
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3. Claims 6, 7, 9 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claim 2 above, and further in view of Brown et al. 

To have provided vertical ribs in the grip panels would have been obvious in view 
of such teaching by Brown et al at 28. Applicants are advised that the function 
statements with regard to top loading and flex due to vacuum are considered to be not 
more than statement of desired results as it may be noted that applicant's have not 
claimed any particular material for the container. It could be made of a rigid material 
such as glass insofar as it is claimed. 

4. Claims 4, 5, 8, 10, 1 1 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Heisner, Alberghini et al, Fuquen et al, Ogg '695, Ogg et al, Hong 
et al and Krisch show recessed portions in container domes. Eberle et al show a ribbed 
dome.
